Hut the several Amounts of Taxes imposed or augmented thus Estimated, represent the annual Gain 
to the Exchequer prospectively calculated, and such Estimated Amounts must necessarily differ con- 
siderably from the Amount actually produced to the Exchequer within the year in which the Taxes 
were imposed, being levied for a portion only of such year, as may be seen from the date of com 
mencement of each Tax, as specified in the Accounts Nos. I. and II. 

A considerable difference must also exist between the Estimated Annual Amount and the Actual 
Annual Produce of such Taxes, arising in the case of New Duties, from the unavoidably uncertain 
Estimate of such Produce, and in the case of augmented Duties, from the diminished Produce or Con- 
sumption of Articles thus subjected to increased Taxation. 

At the same time it should be borne in mind, when estimating the Net Annual Gain from New 
Taxes after deducting the Estimated Annual Loss from Taxes remitted or expired, that upon the 
remission or expiration of a Tax at a fixed date, there remains continually -a considerable Gain to the 
Revenue, to be set against the Annual Loss, not only from the Amount of the Tax received up to 
such date in the year in which the remission or expiration takes place, but also from the Arrears of 
the Tax received subsequently to such date. 

In order, however, to show as accurately as can now be stated, the proportionate increase of 
Revenue paid to the Exchequer of each Country, between 1801 and 181 (3, from the Total Actual Net 
Produce of Taxes increased by new or augmented Rates, for the purpose of comparison with the 
Estimated Amounts, and with each other, such information is afforded by the following Accounts : —

In these Accounts, so far as relates to Great Britain, the War Taxes are distinctly shown, then- 
amounts having been directed by the several Acts to be kept separate in the Exchequer books. Jt 
mav be stated in explanation, that the first imposmon of these War Taxes, or Taxes imposed during 
the continuance, and to provide for the extraordinary expenditure of thenar, occurred m 1/98, 
under the Act 38 Geo. 3, c. 76. This Act imposed certain Customs Duties on Exports and Imports, 
from 5th July 1798, to continue until the signing of the Preliminary Articles of Peace, and no longer. 
These Duties on Goods and Shipping, as they are termed in the Finance Accounts, were also known 
as Convoy Duties, having been imposed to defray the extraordinary expenses ansing from protecting 
ships under convoy. The amounts of the Estimated and the Actual Net Produce were as follows :

This Additional Rate of 2 s. a bushel on malt in Ireland was repealed, at an Estimated Annual Loss 
of 273,925 1., on 5th July 1816, at the same time with the Malt War Rate in Great Britain, under 
the proviso in the 7th Article of the Treaty of Union, that “ No article in Ireland shall be liable to 
ar 'J new or additional duty, by which the whole amount payable thereon would exceed the amount 
which will be thereafter payable in England on the like article.” 

With regard to the other Pre-Union War Taxes of Great Britain, received at the Exchequer after 
the Union, it may be noticed that War Assessed Taxes were imposed in Great Britain in 1798, by 
the Act 38 Geo. 3, c. 16, to provide for the increasing expenditure of the war, though not made 
payable during its continuance, but until certain loans charged upon them were paid off by the 
bunking h und. These Additional Rates, estimated to amount on an average to treble the rates then in 
torce, and to produce 7,000,0001. annually, were imposed from 12th January 1798, upon arising scale 
m proportion to the assessment, and were declared by Mr. Pitt to be “really a tax on income, on 
the visible criterion of the Assessed Taxes;” including voluntary contributions, combined with these 
v\ ar Assessed Taxes, the net produce amounted in 1798 to 8, 794”, 553 1., and in 1799 to 2,037,139 1. 

Bnt from 5th April 1799, a more direct Income Tax was substituted for these War Assessed Taxes, 
winch were then repealed, although arreurs to a large amount were afterwards received. This new 
thfw 6 a was J 1I iJP° sed b 7 tbe Act 39 Geo. 3, o. 13, and was to cease under similar conditions to 
the War Assessed Taxes ; its Estimated and Actual Not Produce were as follows ■—
